Even after the voters 
of Arlington H eights approved the 
park purchase with a bond issue 
c f $23,000 and 
later approved a 
second bond issue to construct the 
pool, fear w as expressed bv many 
that the sw im m ing pool would not 
be constructed.

ing the playground and it w as on­ 
ly last month when the park board 
paid the purchase 
price that the 
recreational park officially passed 
into the hands of the park board.
